wrote to one of them, asking that 
such efforts be discontinued, and 
saying he was sure he would re­ 
ceive more than he was entitled 
to in the way of promotion. 
Chance brought him a disagree­ 
able duty in 
1859 
when 
John 
Brown captured the United States 
arsenal at 
Harper’s 
Ferry 
and 
sought to start u slave insurrec­ 
tion. 
Lee was sent with a small 
detachment of marines 
to 
dis­ 
penses Brown. 
He captured the 
old abolitionist and such of 
men as 
ed him 
hanged. 
Lee treated Brown with 
the utmost courtesy and consider­ 
ation, always addressing him as 
"captain”. He believed Brown was 
actuated by conscience in his raid. 
The crisis of Lee's 
life 
came 
in 
1861 
when 
the 
civil 
war 
broke out. 
Lee was 54 years old. 
His whole adult life 
had 
been 
spent in the service of the United 
States. 
He hud been superintend­ 
ent of the United States military 
academy at West Point. 
He did 
not believe in slavery, had freed 
his own slaves and those belong­ 
ing to Mrs. Lee. Yet Lee believed 
devoutly that his first allegiance 
belonged to Virginia, the state of 
his birth. 
April 18. 1861, he was offered 
the command of the federal army 
in the field. 
The offer was made 
in an informal 
conversation 
by 
Francis P. Blair, who represented 
President Lincoln. 
Lee declined 
it and resigned from the 
United 
States army April 20. 
He wrote 
to a friend and to his sister at that 
timp that he hoped "never again 
to draw the sword”; nevertheless, 
actuated by what he 
considered 
his inescapable duty, he went to 
Richmond and tendered his serv­ 
ices to his native state, which had 
seceded. 
Duty, indeed, was Lee’s watch­ 
word. 
"Duty,” he declared once, 
“ is 
the sublimcst word in the 
lang­ 
uage.” 
To a friend he wrote; 
"There is a true glory 
and 
a 
true honor, the glory 
of 
duty 
done, the honor of the integrity cl 
principle.” 
Again he expressed his views on 
duty in a letter to his son. 
"I know that wherever you may 
be placed,” he wrote, "you will 
do your duty. 
That 
is 
all 
the 
pleasure, all the comfort, all the 


glory we ran enjoy in this world.” 
In the next four years, Lee was 
to have 
ample 
opportunity 
to 
live up to his principles. 
As the 
civil war progressed with vary­ 
ing fortunes, but with the south 
losing in the long run, there arose 
considerable sentiment 
to 
have 
Lee made the military dictator of 
the confederacy. 
Lee would not 
hear of it. 
All his authority, he 
declared, would be exercised un­ 
der Jefferson Davis, president of 
the confederacy, his chief. 
Lee lived and died in an 
age 
when 
literature 
and 
biography 
were highly formal, 
and 
hero- 
making was 
the 
mode. 
Conse­ 
quently, it is hard to get u true 
picture of the man as a human be­ 
ing through tho glitter of the hero 
effigy. 
Yet he was intensely hu­ 
man. 
We find him writing 
to 
Mrs, 
Lee in war days, 
acknowledging 
the recipt of four pairs of socks. 
Two pairs, he says, already have 
gone to Perry, his negro servant, 
and the other two are in reserve, 
probably 
to

Meredith, h is negro cook. 
If the 
general doesn’t see that Meredi­ 
th’s feet are covered, it

likely anyone else will do so, Lee 
adds. 
Two things are outstanding 
in 
any sort of study of General 
Lee 
during his war years. 
One is his 
keen insight into the mental pro­ 
cesses of his opponents, 
gained 
during peace-time contact in

army with many of them and in 
the course of the 
Mexican 
war. 
Just before the battle of Antietam, 
when, pursued by 
General 
Mc­ 
Clellan with a superior force, 
he 
detached a third of his army to

Harper’s 
Ferry.

some of his subordinates 
looked 
horrified, General Lee 
explained! 
that there really was no danger 
in the extraordinary 
proceeding! 
because it was the kind of move | 
General McClellan could not con­ 
ceive of

More than once he upset the cau- I 
tious McClellan’s plans 
because! 
he was shrewd enough to foresee j 
how 
McClellan’s 
mind 
woul 
work. 
The 
other 
outstanding 
Lee 
characteristic, a 
quality 
which, 
perhaps, handicapped him 
as 
a 
general, though it 
endeared 
him 
forever to his men, was his 
un­ 
failing consideration and courtesy 
toward 
his 
subordinates.

of them took advantage of it not 
to carry out his orders 
promptly 
when they considered their 
own j 
plans superior to his. If there was | 
blame, he took it instead of shift- j 
ing it to the 
actual 
blunderer, j 
But his deep appreciation of true 
loyalty and 
prompt 
co-operation 
was shown clearly in his comment 
when "Stonewall” 
Jackson 
was 


killed. 
Jackson had lost his left 
arm In the burst of fire from his 
own men which a few days later 
cost him his life. 
"I have lost my right arm,” Lee 
said when they told him Jackson 
was dead. 
Lee surrendered the 
army 
of 
northern 
Virginia 
to 
General 
Grant at Appom.itox 
courthouse 
I April 9, 1865. 
In 
a 
week 
the 
gaunt and starving little army in 
gray had shrunk from 26,000 men 
i to 8000 as it staggered through the 
mud of a Virginia 
spring 
with 
horses too weak to pull the empty 
1 supply wagons out of 
the 
ruts. 
Paroled and given permission to 
go home, along with the rest 
of 
his men, Lee rode his gray horse, 
Traveller, 
back 
to 
Richmond, 
i where his wife w is staying. 
He was overwhelmed at first by 
I the constant crowd of adoring vis­ 
itors. so eager to do something for 
| the hero of the confederacy. They 
couldn't understand that what Lee 
i wanted most at the moment was 
; to be left alone, to find himself, 
i and work out some sort of peace- 
i time existence. 
All sorts of people, great and 
humble, came 
to 
see 
him. 
An 
i Irish sergeant, who had served in 
j his cavalry regiment before war, 
; heard Lee didn’t have enough to 
1 eat and sought him out with 
a 
huge basket of 
provisions. 
Lee 
assured him he was in no need, 
but the sergeant insisted on leav­ 
ing the basket and tried to 
kiss 
Lee when he finally was persuad­ 
ed to depart. 
The general saddled 
Traveller 
and rode into the country to visit 
friends and 
relatives 
that 
he 
might escape hero worship. 
He 
counseled his sons about farming, 
gave them advice about how to 
renew the fertility 
of 
soil. 
He 
preferred lime to guano. 
In August, 1865, the trustees of 
Washington College in Lexington, 
Va., offered General Lee the presi­ 
dency of the institution at $1500 
a j’ear. 
The general, after some 
hesitation, 
accepted. 
He 
was 
aware that a federal grand jury 


had indicted him for treason, de­ 
spite General Grant’s parole, and 
feared that 
such 
circumstances 
might embarrass the college. 
He jogged into 
town 
on 
his 
horse toward sunset of an autumn 
clay, prepared to spend the night 
at the village inn rather than in­ 
convenience anybody by becom- 
n 4 a house guest. 
But Professor 
White of the college, 
who 
had 
been a captain in the confederate 
army, took him to a private home. 
Lee spent five happy years at 
Lexington, working diligently 
to 
build the college back to 
useful­ 
ness again. 
He knew every stu­ 
dent, rejoiced over 
their 
small 
successes, counseled 
with 
them 
gravely in their difficulties. 
When 
a 
student 
temperance 
movement was launched, the gen­ 
eral, called upon for his 
views, 
confided that, 
though 
moderna- 
tion and temperance were desir­ 
able in all things, he found it so 
difficult an ideal to attain in the 
matter of alcoholic beverages, that 
personally he had gone in for total 
abstinence. 
Family rcminscenses reveal 
an 
amusing and unexpected bit about 
the 
dignified 
and 
white-haired 
Lee. 
He loved to be tickled! His 
daughters and grandchildren used 
to sit by the side of 
his 
chair, 
tickling the palms of his hands, 
sometimes his feet, while he told 
them stories. 


He died October 12, 1870, busy 
to the last and happy with 
his 
$1500-a-year 
job 
that 
brought 
him in contact with young peo­ 
ple. Indeed, he had been too busy 
in that time ever to write a line 
of memoirs of the civil war. What 
he was doing *eemed more 
portant than what he had 
He said that he wished he 
turned earlier to civil life. 
Of him a fellow soldier, 
oral Joseph E. Johnston, 
dinarily was a somewhat 
critic, wrote: 
"No other youth or man so un­ 
ited the qualities that win 
warm 
friendship and command respect. 
For he was full of sympathy and 
kindnes, genial and fond of gay 
conversation and even of fun, that 
made him the most agreeable of 
companions. 
He was 
the 
only 
one of all the men I have known 
who could laugh at the faults and 
follies of his friends in such 
a 
manner as to make them asham­ 
ed without touching their affec­ 
tion.”—The Kansas City Star.
